Gone in just 
12 seconds!

The ‘Mouth of Hell’ will vanish from 
the Northampton skyline in just 12 
seconds. 

After standing for more than 38 years, 
Greyfriars Bus Station will collapse in a 


controlled demolition. The big day will 
take place by the end of March, and will 
be streamed online for people to watch. 

Once the building is reduced to 
rubble, a six-week clearing operation 
will take place to remove the remains. 

Cllr David Mackintosh, leader of 
Northampton Borough Council, said: “I

and that the area can be cleaned up 
and reopened all on the same day, so 
that life can get back to normal in the 
town as quickly as possible.”

Plea from blind 
man goes viral

A blind man who put a 
note in a shop window 
seeking someone to read 
to him has been inun¬ 
dated with offers after 
his request went viral 
online. 

Andrew Bailey, 34, who 
took a degree in American 
studies at the University 
of Northampton, had put 
a note in a bookshop win¬ 
dow seeking a person 
willing to read to him 
once or twice a week. 

He did not get much 
response until stranger 
Dec Munro spotted the 
note, photographed it 
and put it on Twitter. 

Now Mr Munro’s post 
has been re-tweeted 
more than 1,700 times 
and around 40 people 
have so far offered to 
read to Mr Bailey. 

He suffers from the 
degenerative, inherited 
condition Friedreich’s 
ataxia which left him 
unable to read 15 years 
ago and affects the 


nervous system. The ad 
by Mr Bailey, of Nunhead, 
south-east London, 
which was placed in the 
window of Foryle’s 
Bookshop in South Bank, 
reads: “Reader wanted 
. . .for 34-year-old blind 
man living in Nunhead, 
SE15. 

“Since I became unable 
to read 15 years ago, 


there has been a huge 
empty space in my life. I 
got much pleasure from 
reading, and I would love 
to find someone to read 
for me, either once or 
twice a week in my home 
in Nunhead. Any possi¬ 
ble payments can be dis¬ 
cussed on the first meet¬ 
ing. . .1 look forward to 
any response.”

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The baker boy cooking up a big success 


After schoolboy Chris Foster won 
the Great Wellingborough Bake Off, 
reporter NICHOLAS BIEBER spoke 
to his mum about his success.., 



A schoolboy is fast becoming one of 
the best young bakers in the 
country after being crowned the 
junior winner of the Great 
Wellingborough Bake Off. 

Christopher (Chris) Foster, 11, 
from Stanwick, was handed the title 
on Saturday after wowing the judg¬ 
es with his toffee ‘Bonfire Firework 
Frenzy’ cake (pictured right), which 
is topped with toffee icing and 
homemade pumpkin jam. 

The award comes just a week after 
Chris was crowned champion in the 
children’s category of the World 
Bread Awards, and months after 
winning first prize in the children’s 
section of the World Original 
Dalemain Marmalade Awards with 
his sister. 

His impressive list of achieve¬ 
ments doesn’t stop there either, 
because earlier this year he also 
took first place in the children’s 
category of the World Jampionships. 

Chris’s mum Sue Foster, 42, said: 
“Chris has always loved baking and 
he does it to make other people 


happy. He enjoys entering competi¬ 
tions and winning prizes, so it’s 
great to see him win another one! 

“I am so proud of him and I can 
see him going very far.” 

The Bishop Stopford pupil’s love of 
baking started from the tender age 
of two, when he would play around 
with food and experiment with veg¬ 
etables while his mum was cooking. 

As the years went by his mum 
started to teach him, his brother 
and sister how to bake simple 
recipes and it was then when Sue 
realised Chris’s talent. 

“We would just make normal fairy 
cakes and biscuits like most people 
do, but Chris was always the one 
that stood out,” Sue said. 

“As time went on, Chris would 
bake more and more and would do 
it for other people, just to make 
them happy. 

“Even when there was a project at 
school - most of the students would 
make models, but Chris would 
make cakes and then take them to 
school to share it with friends. It’s 
what he loves doing. 

“He is so creative and is always 
coming up with new ideas. For 
example, in one project at school 
they had to make a mountain. Chris 
decided to make a mountain 
shaped lemon meringue pie. 

“In another project about the 
Romans, most of the students made 
models of Romans, but not Chris. 

He decided to make a Roman 
cheesecake!” 

Chris, who one day hopes to own a 
coffee shop selling his freshly baked 


bread and cakes, says his dream is 
to write a children’s cookery book to 
get other youngsters involved. 

He currently has a blog page 
called ‘Jammy Bakers’ (www.jam- 
mybakers.blogspot.co.uk), which he 
updates every time he is baking. 

So far, his biggest achievement is 
winning the World Bread Awards, 
which took place on October 7 at St 
John’s in Hyde Park, London. 

The event was attended by indus¬ 
try experts alongside television 
presenters the Baker Brothers, who 
are one of Chris’s biggest inspira¬ 
tions, and Frances Quinn, last 
year’s winner of the Great British 
Bake Off.

His bread, which he named ‘Me 
and my sister: what boys and girls 
are made off’, had two faces, each 
baked containing different ingredi¬ 
ents, went on to be a winning bake. 

His mum said: “Chris only started 
learning how to make bread last 
year, but it just goes to show how 
good he is. 

“He really has made me a very 
proud mum. I just like the fact that 
he is doing things that are worth¬ 
while and is using his talents and 
not wasting his time. 

“One thing I know for sure, wheth¬ 
er he will end up owning a coffee 
shop or something else, he will 
definitely be using his talents!”

County MP calls 
for treason trials

A Northamptonshire MP is 
calling for anyone from the 
UK who swears allegiance to 
Islamic State to be tried for 
treason. 

Kettering MP Philip 
Hollobone wants prosecu¬ 
tions to take place against UK 
citizens who leave this coun¬ 
try, swear allegiance to 
Islamic State and then return 
to the UK. 

The Tory MP wants them 
arrested and tried for 
treason. 

He said: “What we have are 


exceptional circumstances 
and we need to have people 
prosecuted so it will act as 
deterrent. 

“There is no new law neces¬ 
sary. Treason has been on 
the statute books since 
1351 and the last time 
it was used was in 
the Second World 
War. 

“We (the UK) are 
at war with Islamic 
State. 

“These British 
Jihadists are renounc¬ 
ing their country for a state 
which in law does not exist 
but in their heads it does. 


“If you swear allegiance to 
another country, in this case 
Islamic State, then you 
renounce everything to your 
old country and this is 
an act of treason. 
“What is the dif¬ 
ference between 
what Lord Haw 
Haw (William 
Joyce) broadcast 
for the Nazi’s on 
the radio from 
Germany into this 
country in The 
Second World War 
and a British Jihadist being 
on television beheading 
another British citizen?”

They then discovered a further 105 out-of- 
date food items on the shelves for sale. A few 
days later an officer managed to purchase a 
further item past its use-by date. 

Kulasingatharmarasa Nimalathasan, 36, of 
Greenfield Avenue, Northampton, admitted 
one charge relating to the sale of an out-of- 
date Muller Rice product during a hearing in 
June. 



He was convicted of five further offences 
during a trial in September. Nimalathasan 
had been advised about similar infringements 
on a number of previous occasions. 

He was given a £2,000 fine for the offence 
relating to the mouldy sausage roll and fined a 
further £2,500 for offences relating to the 105 
out-of-date items during a hearing at 
Northampton Magistrate’s Court on Monday. 

He was also ordered to pay £1,655.90 in court 
costs.

But she has decided to take 
on this trek to raise £5,000 
for a charity which she has 
supported for 25 years. 

On Sunday Anita will head 
off to China to walk one of 
the few man-made objects 
which can be seen from 
space. 

Ahead of her departure she 
spoke to the Northants 
Herald & Post about her 
delight in undertaking such 
a demanding trek. 

She said: “I have never 



done anything like this 
before and this is well out¬ 
side my comfort zone. 

“I have been a volunteer for 
the NSPCC for 25 years and 
right now I felt I wanted to 
do something to show my 
involvement. 

“So I decided to undertake 
this seven day trek along the 
wall. 

“Some of the walk will be 
along sections of the Great 
Wall which have been 
repaired and other sections 
which have not.” 

Anita started her training 
for the trek in July and has 
also met up with a handful 
of walkers who will also be 
doing the challenge in the 


Lake District. This was 
arranged to give them a 
chance to get a feel of what it 
would be like on a trek. 

As a result of her walking 
exercise, Anita has also lost 
five and a half stone in 
weight. 

The NSPCC supporter will 
be joined by 33 other walk¬ 
ers on this trip. 

Not only content with 
aiming to finish this walk 
she set herself the target of 
raising £5,000. 

She said: “I set myself this 
target as I thought if I am 
going to do this walk I want 
to do it in style by raising 
this amount of money.

MP calls on CPS 
to answer critics

An MP has written to the 
Crown Prosecution Service 
(CPS) and HM Coroner for 
the County of Northampton¬ 
shire outlining his concerns 
no criminal charges will be 
brought against anyone for 
the deaths of two students 
following a crush at a night¬ 
club nearly three years ago. 

Northampton South MP 
Brian Binley raised the 


matter of the CPS dropping 
criminal proceedings on the 
basis ‘that it could not be 
proven the general manager 
either foresaw, or could have 
foreseen, a crush developing’ 
at Lava & Ignite in 
Northampton which has 
since closed. 

In a strongly worded letter 
to the chief crown prosecu¬ 
tor, Mr Binley said: “Many 
parents would disagree with 
the view you have taken and 
indeed all the comments at 
the time and photographs 


taken in the nightclub 
suggest that the arrange¬ 
ments made to deal with such 
a tragedy were inadequate. 

“We owe both the young 
ladies who died and their 
parents an undertaking that 
steps will be taken to prevent 
future incidents in order to 
give their deaths some 
meaning. There is no doubt 
that the number of people 
admitted to such clubs should 
err on the side of caution, and 
this may provide some very 
small consolation for them.”

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Santa Brownies 


Ok, we’ll admit it: we cheated a little. Although using a pre-packaged brownie mix won’t 
earn you too many points in the Great British Bakeoff tent, turning to Betty Crocker or her 
associates will save you time over the hectic festive period. These cute bites are simple to 
whip up for unannounced guests, but look impressive enough to take along to a party. 
And why not earn a few points with Santa by leaving one out for him on Christmas Eve? 


Method: 

1. Follow the instructions provided by the 
manufacturer to bake your brownies. Allow the tray 
to cool before shaping the cakes into rounds using a 
cookie cutter. Aim to get between 12 and 16 circles. 

2. Beat the butter and mascarpone cheese together 
until light and creamy. Mix in the vanilla extract

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Fig jam, Stilton and candied 
walnut puff pastry bites 


One of the nicest things about the festive 
period - side-line the presents for a moment 
- is getting together with old friends. These 
smart bites are the perfect accompaniment 
to a glass of mulled wine and a much- 
needed catch up. And with the recipe 
yielding 72 miniature pastries, there’s no 
excuse not to have everyone - 



Method: 

1. Preheat the oven to 220 degrees Celsius/gas 
mark seven. Line a large baking tray with grease¬ 
proof paper. 

2. Lightly flour the worktop, and roll out the sheet 
of pastry. Cut the puff into three centimetre 
rounds using a cookie cutter, and transfer these 
onto the tray. 

3. Whisk the egg yolk with a teaspoon of water, 
and brush each pastry lightly with the wash. 

4. Place the pastries into the middle of the oven, 
and bake for 10 to 12 minutes until they are risen and 
golden in colour. Allow them to cool on a wire rack. 

5. In a saucepan, bring the figs, water and 
rosemary to the boil. Lower the stove temperature 
until the solution simmers and stir frequently until the 
liquid reduces to a tablespoon’s amount. Take the 
pan from the heat and add the chopped garlic, 
olive oil. Balsamic vinegar. Season to taste. 

6 . Transfer the fig mixture to a small bowl. Use a 
hand mixer to blend the figs until they are of a 
jam-like consistency. 

7. Melt the butter in a small pan and stir in the 
brown sugar. Add the walnuts and cayenne 


pepper. Fry lightly, adding a teaspoon of water 
whilst stirring regularly. After 10 minutes, transfer the 
glazed nuts on to parchment paper. 

8 . Using a small teaspoon spread the fig jam on top 
of the pastries. Dot on a small piece of Stilton, and 
add a candied walnut to garnish.

Saints skipper Dylan Hartley 
knows his side will have to step 
things up a gear against Ospreys 
on Saturday after their European 
Rugby Champions Cup campaign 
began with defeat against Racing 
Metro at the weekend. 

The English champions were 
unable to pick up even a losing 
bonus point in Paris as they 
slipped to a 20-11 defeat in their 
pool opener. 

Welsh powerhouse Ospreys visit 
Franklin’s Gardens on Saturday 
and promise to be stiff opposition 
as the Swansea based club have 
won all six of their matches in the 
Pro 12 this season as well as start¬ 
ing their own European campaign 
by thrashing Italians Treviso 42-7. 

“We didn’t get into our groove 
tonight,” Hartley said after the 
Racing game. 

“We showed some phases where 
we played good Saints rugby, but 
overall it was a different level, a 
different competition and a dif¬ 
ferent style of rugby. 

“We didn’t do the things we set 
out to do, and fair play to Racing. 

“They played territory very well 
and took their opportunities. 

“Up front there was a mixed bag 
in terms of results, especially at 
scrum time, but what we did do 
was get back into the game in the 
last 10 minutes, and on another 
day that Stephen Myler kick goes 
over. But on another day that Ben 
Foden kick doesn’t get charged 
down either. 

“It was frustrating not to take 
anything from it, so we’re going to 
have to step it up next week at 
home.” 

Alexandre Dumoulin got Racing 
up and running after driving over 



for a try when Saints missed out at 
a lineout. Johnny Sexton convert¬ 
ed with the visitors then getting 
on the board through a Stephen 
Myler penalty. 

The Top 14 side restored their 
seven point lead when Sexton - 
the man who terrorised Saints in 
Leinster’s Heineken Cup final win 
over Northampton in 2011 - slot¬ 
ted a penalty and it was 10-3 at 
half-time. A Myler penalty 
brought Saints back closer in the 
second half, and a yellow card for 
Julien Brugnaut gave 
Northampton hope and a man 


advantage. However, George Pisi 
fluffed his lines as he dropped the 
ball when running for the line, 
and Sexton added insult to injury 
with another penalty for a 13-6 
lead. 

Former Saint Brian Mujati 
became the second player to be 
binned for Metro, and 
Northampton must have believed 
they had snatched something 
when Dowson touched down in 
the corner for their first try. 

A Myler conversion would have 
levelled the scores but he was off 
target from out wide and Racing 


then sealed their victory. 

Ben Foden’s attempted kick was 
charged down by Marc Andre who 
marauded over the try line, and 
when Johann Goosen was suc¬ 
cessful from the tee it meant 
Saints were denied even a losing 
bonus. 

“I think we were worthy of a 
bonus point at least, if not a victo¬ 
ry,” said Saints flanker Tom Wood. 

“We’ll have to regroup, take it on 
the chin. It feels like the end of the 
world at the moment, but we’ll go 
back, get our act together and 
come back fighting next week.”

Northampton Town boss Chris 
Wilder refused to criticise his play¬ 
ers after the Cobblers went down 3-1 
to Oxford on Tuesday - their third 
straight defeat. 

The Cobblers’ injury-hit squad has 
slipped to 16th in League Two follow¬ 
ing the poor run and Wilder - who 
used to manage Oxford - knows that 
form needs to be addressed swiftly. 

“We’ve lost three games on the 
bounce so obviously I’m not happy” 
he said. 

“I personally didn’t think there was 
a lot in the game, we started on the 
front foot, both sides looked danger¬ 
ous going forward but then we had 
five minutes of madness. 

“The team gave it a go, we created 
chances again and we kept going to 
the end but we are just lacking a bit of 
confidence which is what happens 
when you lose a couple of games. 

“We need to be better in certain 
areas but we’ve just got to stick 
together and work that bit harder. 

“We are only in October but we 
need to get ourselves through this 
period quickly and hopefully the 
next result is the one that gets us 
going again.” 

It had all started so well for Town, 
with left-back Enda Stevens slotting 
home John-Joe O’Toole’s slide-rule 
pass to put the home side in front. 


But parity was restored by Danny 
Hylton after 25 minutes when he 
looped a header over Jordan Archer 
from a deep right-wing cross. 

The visitors had a second within a 
minute and it was no surprise that 


Alfie Potter was the architect, dart¬ 
ing between O’Toole and right-back 
Daniel Alfei, who between them 
made enough contact with the wing¬ 
er to put him down in the box. 

Hylton stepped up from 12 yards 


and made no mistake with a chipped 
effort which Archer had no chance of 
keeping out. 

Potter increased Oxford’s lead in 
the second half with a cross which 
deflected up and over Archer and 


into the far corner but Wilder was 
pleased that his side never gave up. 

“Lawson D’Ath had a good chance 
to score right after half-time and 
Ivan Toney had a header that should 
be a goal,” he said. 

“That would have got us back into it 
and even in the last five minutes we 
had two good opportunities to score. 

“I wasn’t embarrassed at all. The 
team kept going right to the end and 
we’re just lacking a bit of confidence 
but that happens when you haven’t 
won for a few games. 

“It was an even contest, we both 
looked dangerous in attack but we 
gave the ball away in a poor position 
and they broke on us.” 

Northampton’s task this weekend 
looks ominous as they face a Luton 
Town side who have won six games in 
a row and are third in the division 
following promotion from the 
Conference as champions. 

Their cause has not been helped by 
a succession of injuries with assis¬ 
tant boss Alan Knill describing the 
situation as ‘freaky’. 

“We are down to the bare bones 
really, we’ve got eight out, so you 
can’t really rotate much,” said Knill. 

“We’ve scaled training down, taken 
it up, we’ve tried everything and you 
just put it down, I hate saying it, to a 
freak situation. 

“We can’t get a settled team on the 
pitch as we’re losing players all the 
time. I’m not saying that’s the reason 
we lost the games, but if we had our 
best team we think we’d be in a 
stronger position.” 


Opinion: From promotion pack to mid-table fodder

Columnist Tom Reed pulls few punches after the 
Cobblers’ consecutive defeats to Cheltenham 
Town and Oxford United. 

Sloppy Cobblers slipped to three defeats on 
the bounce as they were slapped 3-1 by Oxford 
United on Tuesday night. The defeat under 
floodlights to Chris Wilder’s former side fol¬ 
lowed losses to Cheltenham Town and Burton 
Albion. 

Cobblers’ boss Wilder’s emphasis on consist¬ 
ency is a lost cause at present with constant 
injuries meaning that no two starting 11s are 
alike and with overall performances veering 
worryingly. 

Northampton loanee keeper, Jordan Archer, 
has conceded 22 goals in ten games since his 
arrival from Spurs, an average of 2.2 goals 
shipped per match, and the three conceded 
versus Michael Appleton’s U’s is the fourth trio 
he’s let in during that period. 

The finger can’t be pointed solely at Archer 
but there is the feeling that lax loanee perfor¬ 
mances, including right back Daniel Alfei’s 
against Oxford, are costing the Cobblers dear. 

Northampton went into the match with near 
neighbours Oxford after being undone by a 
hat-trick of Cheltenham Town set pieces. 

It had to be ex-Cobbler John Marquis who 


finished the scoring for Mark Yates’ 

Robins after the bumbling 
Northampton defence prompted 
Archer’s well-practised goal con¬ 
ceded expression. 

Wilder saw red when Ivan Toney 
was chopped down in the box when 
preparing to receive a corner with 
the game at 0-0. 

Referee Keith Hill has worked in 
Japan as an officials’ assessor so 
should have been well versed in the 
karate attack that saw Toney 
floored, but he refused to blow for 
the penalty. 

Even then Cobblers had a chance 
to claim a welcome three points 
against Oxford, struggling at the 
wrong end of the table. 

Things started perfectly with 
Enda Stevens slotting away cutely 
after overlapping from defence on 
four minutes. 

While Northampton looked good going for¬ 
ward, as evidenced by Kaid Mohamed’s chance 
after being found in space early on, being 
caught on the counter is always an issue and so 
it proved on 25 minutes as the U’s’ Danny 
Hylton beat Archer with a looping header for 
the equaliser. 

Stopping crosses and close marking seem 
anathema to Cobblers and Hylton’s free head¬ 
er, after a cheap Joe Riley cross, proved the 
perfect ingredients for an archetypal soft goal. 

Things were to get worse for the Cobblers 109 


seconds later, as Oxford, who had the worst 
away record in League Two pre-match, took the 
lead after Alfie Potter was brought down in the 
Northampton box. 

Referee Phil Gibbs ignored the issue of wheth¬ 
er a Cobblers foot has taken ball before man 
but in truth the short, nippy Potter had outwit¬ 
ted both Alfei and John-Joe O’Toole. Hylton 
was left to chip the ball coolly down into the 
centre of Archer’s goal. 

At the half-time break Cobblers’ walking 
wounded, added to by Chris Hackett, out with 
some sort of back issue, wandered forlornly 


through the West Stand con¬ 
course as rumours whirled that 
steel from the stalled East Stand 
is to be diverted into making an 
enclosure for the injured. 

Wilder went with a new-look 
central midfield of Darren 
Carter and O’Toole, probably 
through necessity rather than 
choice, and the less than fit 
Carter was withdrawn on 49 
minutes blowing like a steam 
train. 

A minute later Potter, Oxford’s 
star man, put the tin hat on a 
miserably wet and blustery 
Northampton night by running 
riot down the wing, seeing his 
cross deflected home in front of 
900 ecstatic fans from down the 
A43. 

On a evening of poor perfor¬ 
mances, the biggest cheer came 
with the substitution of Swansea loaned full¬ 
back Alfei, who will do well to recover a Sixfields 
career, while O’Toole is as much an expression 
of exasperation at misplaced passing as his 
surname suggests. 

Zero midfield bite, ponderous defending, 
weak keeping and poor finishing, the Cobblers 
appear to have gone from promotion contend¬ 
ers to mid-table fodder in the space of a fort¬ 
night. Chris Wilder will need to get his club¬ 
men and seasoned pros back before a tricky 
trip to Luton Town this Saturday 
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Cobblers boss Chris Wilder said his team would stick 
together as they attempt to address the club's worrying 
slip in form. 

Following the 3-1 defeat to Wilder’s former side Oxford 
United on Tuesday, Northampton have only taken one 
point from the last 12 on offer in League Two and have lost 
their last three matches in a row. 


It’s a run which has seen the Cobblers slide to 16th in the 
table - five points adrift of the play-off places - a stat 
which is sure to irritate Wilder after a good start to the 
season had seen Town up and among the promotion pack. 

A quick turnaround in fortunes is required if 
Northampton are to be propelled back into the table top¬ 
ping mix but things will not be getting any easier on 


Saturday with a trip to bang-in-form Luton Town on the 
agenda. 

In contrast to the Cobblers, the Hatters have won their 
last six matches and will be big favourites to extend that 
run at Kenilworth Road, with Wilder’s men desperately 
needing a response.
